I got no mike with the unit, and I wonder if my trusty Shure 444 or Shure 
450 would do the job. Which mike do you use?. 


What I got was an spare final tube set and a 12BY7A driver, along with the 
original manual. The unit has the ‘optional fan' (according to manual) 
attached and I can see a 1975 manufacturing date on it. It is probably a 
good indication on vintage. Serial number is something like 1M 117xxx (I 


have not here the unit, so the 'xxx')... Al says in its page that all 
serial numbers are 5 digits long, and the rest is just factory 
information... Could my unit be a 17xxx S/N?. By the way, the '11' is ina 


different typeset, so perhaps the real S/N is 7xxx. Could it be a 7xxx if 
it was made in 1975?. In the schematics at the end of the manual, you can 
read 'No. 10'... Could this be an indication on the version?. 


Well, I hope to have some time this weekend to work in the transceiver. I 
will do a careful cleaning. By the way, the chassis has some small 
corrossion spots, so I will clean in with "3M Tarni Shield", a very good 
metal cleaner and, the most important, protector. 


Any hint about the cleaning - restoring proccess will be welcomed!.

(with cable!) for it, but also found a Panoramic/Singer Metrics SA-3 panadaptor. 
I was wondering if anyone had any information on the SA-3 - upon taking it 
out of the box, I was shocked to notice that it bore a striking resemblance 
to the BC-1031-C panadaptor I own - same knob placement, similar size CRT, 
same "windowed" screwdriver holes for adjustment of various things, and 
similar in overall size, except the SA-3 was designed for a standard 19" 
rack, not for shockmounting like the BC-1031-C. FWIW, the SA-3 has a 30 MC 


center frequency, which is very different than the 455 kHz center frequency 


of the BC-1031 series... It also was wearing a Chrysler Company (the car 
people) property tag - I wonder what they were doing with it at Chrysler?

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 
1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a 
good starting point 


2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 
the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics xwillx result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it! When even a shadow of doubt creeps in, read the 
"Welcome" message again... it spells it out! 


4) DO be considerate of those on the list in your for sale or wanted 
postings. Keep them short, infrequent, and ONLY include items 
specifically appropriate to the list -- NO solid state gear is 
obvious, but try to avoid pushing the envelope in any area. 


5) LONG lists and estate offerings should be sent to me at: 
listown@jackatak.theporch.com 
so they may be uploaded to the archives for email or ftp retrieval. 
(We are hoping to have a web page up in the future for these files.) 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.
